Bastogne, Dec. 29 —(XP)— Brig. 


Gen. 
Anthony C. MeAuliffe was 
disclosed today as the leader of 
the gallant Bastogne garrison of 
almost 10,000 men — the 
com- 
mander who said "niits" to the Get- 
rnart demand that he surrender. 


McAuliffe was serving as acting 
Commander of the 101 st Airborne 
Division, 
which 
WdS;.% encircled 
seven days in this Belgian. rbafl 
hUb together with elements of the 
Ninth and Tenth armored 
divi- 
sions. The lOlst's 
regular 
com'- 
munder, Maj, Gen. 1 Maxwell 
D. 
Taylor, was in Washington when his 
division was hurled against 
the 
Germans in the Belgian bulge, as 
n stopgap measure. Taylor flew to 
France and jeeped into Bastogne 
With'the spearhead force of 
the 
Fourth Armored division, one of 
the units of Lt. Gen. George S. 
Pattort's Army which broke 
the 
Bastogne Siege. 


Taylor arrived in .Belgium Dec. 


26; made hl.s way through enemy 
lines and reached Baslogne early 
Dec. 21. Armored elements and 
stragglers from various infantry 
units were hemmed in the town 
along with the 101st. 
The relief corridor 
from 
the 
south was opened by 
Lt. Gen. 
George S. Patton, Jr., waging a 
hand of war that is to liking. 
Patton used the veteran Fourth 
armored division and units of the 
80th and 26th Infantry divisions to 
smash the. encirclement' of Basto- 
gne.: ,

were trapped with the 101st air-

With U. S. Seventh Army, West-1 
ern Front, Dec. 29 —(UP)— Two 
German planes bombed and strafed 
an American general^ hospital in 
northeastern France Tuesday, kill- 
ing one civilian worker and wound- 
jng a number of patients and mili- 
tary personnel, a communique an- 
nounced today. 


The 23rd General

at 
Mirecdurt, at least 40 miles , be- 
hind the >battlefront, was marked 
plainly with large, brilliant 
Red 
crosses painted on the buildings by 
Germans' themselves when they 
used the plant as a hospital. 
i Among the w«ounded were 
pa- 
tients awaiting surgery/ the 
an- 
nouncement of the attack said. 
• The planes dipped low through 
bright moonlight to make the at- 
tack beginning at 8:20 p. m, the 
day after Christmas. The hospital 
south of Nancy and northwest of 
Epinal housed about 1,000 wounded 
soldiers. 


One dropped a 500-pound bomb, 
which missed by 50 yards but shat- 
tered windows in adjoining build- 
ings. Several 
minutes later the 
planes returned and for 10 minutes 
strafed the hospital area, in which 
are some 20 buildings 
housing 
wards arid offices. 


One French woman living near 
the hospital was wounded during 
the attack.

Bastogne, Dec. 29 —(XP)— Brig. 


Gen. 
Anthony C. MeAuliffe was 
disclosed today as the leader of 
the gallant Bastogne garrison of 
almost 10,000 men — the com- 
mander who said "niits" to the Get- 
rnart demand that he surrender. 


McAuliffe was serving as acting 
Commander of the 101 st Airborne 
Division, 
which 
WdS;.% encircled 
seven days in this Belgian. rbafl 
hUb together with elements of the 
Ninth and Tenth armored 
divi- 
sions. The lOlst's 
regular 
com'- 
munder, Maj, Gen. 1 Maxwell 
D. 
Taylor, was in Washington when his 
division was hurled against 
the 
Germans in the Belgian bulge, as 
n stopgap measure. Taylor flew to 
France and jeeped into Bastogne 
With'the spearhead force of 
the 
Fourth Armored division, one of 
the units of Lt. Gen. George S. 
Pattort's Army which broke 
the 
Bastogne Siege. 


Taylor arrived in .Belgium Dec. 


26; made hl.s way through enemy 
lines and reached Baslogne early 
Dec. 21. Armored elements and 
stragglers from various infantry 
units were hemmed in the town 
along with the 101st. 
The relief corridor 
from 
the 
south was opened by 
Lt. Gen. 
George S. Patton, Jr., waging a 
hand of war that is to liking. 
Patton used the veteran Fourth 
armored division and units of the 
80th and 26th Infantry divisions to

• The planes dipped low through 
bright moonlight to make the at- 
tack beginning at 8:20 p. m, the 
day after Christmas. The hospital 
south of Nancy and northwest of 
Epinal housed about 1,000 wounded 
soldiers. 


One dropped a 500-pound bomb, 
which missed by 50 yards but shat- 
tered windows in adjoining build- 
ings. Several 
minutes later the 
planes returned and for 10 minutes 
strafed the hospital area, in which 
are some 20 buildings
